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The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (tire Je C. Stephen) has made evailable 
‘the following-particulars.of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 31st December 
1954. Comparative data for preceding periods will be found in previous releases. 
Subsequent issues will follow a similar pattern but a complete summary will be pub- 
lished annually and this will appear-when the statement is released for the quarter 
ended June. 
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BUILDING STATISTICS ~ TASMANIA, DECEMBER 


A statement of definitions of terms used will be found on page 6. 


1. MEN] HOUSES COMPLETED: During the quarter ended 31st December, 1954, 715 new houses 
were completed compared with 543 in September quarter and 
799 in June quarter, 1954. 


Completions in December quarter in preceding years were: 1951 - 1,336: 
1952 — 9833 and 1953 - 661. The 715 houses completed during December quarter, 1954 
comprised 89 brick, conercté ctc.,, 56 brick, conerete etc., veneers, 532 wood,18 
prefabriceted wood and 20 fibro~cement. 


2. NEW HOUSES COMMENCED: The number of new houses commenced during December quarter, 
1954, was 627, a decrease of 14 compared with September 
quarter, 1954. 


3. NEW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: The number of new houses under construction at 31st 
December, 1954, was 2,159, a decrease of 88 compared 
with the 30th September, 1954 figure of 2,247. Corresponding figures as at the 
31st December, in previous years are as follows: 1951 -— 3,264§3 1952 — 2,3173 1953 - 
2, 123. 


The houses under construction at the 31st December, 1954 comprised: solid brick, 
concrete, etc. 490 (22.7%) sbrick, conerete, etc. veneers 251 (11+6%) 3 wood 45311(60.7%)3 
‘prefabricated wood, 12 (0.6%); and fibro-cement, 95 (4.4%). 


4. NEW BUILDINGS (OTHER TAN HOUSES): The value of new buildings (other than houses) 
completed during December quartcr, 1954 was 
£700, 000 We ee with £1, 238,000 in September quarter, 1954 and £402,000 in June 
quarter, 1954 Three new factories valued at £50,000 were completed during the 
quarter. Other new bvuildings (included above) completed during the quarter comprised: 
9 schools, 9 garazes, servicc stations, etc., 1 store or warehouse, 1 Hospital and 


87 others. 


During December quarter,.1954, the value of new buildings (other than houses), 
commenced was £572,000 compared with &£1,124,000 in September quarter, 1954 and 
£1,104,000 in June quarter, 1954. 

5. VALUE OF ALL BUILDINGS: The value of all buildings, including houses, complcted in 
Tasmania during December quarter, 1954, was £2,503,000 a 
decrease of £91,000 compared with September quarter, 1954, and an increase of £280,000 
conparcd with Deccembtr quartcr, 1953. New housts valucd at £1,3803,000 comprised 72 
per cent of the total valuc of completions. 


Mines “wel of nev builcings comacnced durin: December quartcr, 1954 was £2,205, 000 
a decrensc of £518,000 compared with September quarter, 1954, and £410,000 more than 
December quarter, 1953. : 


The value of new buildings under construction at 31st December, 1954 was 
£11,956, 000. 


6. VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NEW BUILDINGS: The value of work done on new buildings during 
: ; December quarter, 1954, was 22,535,000 compared 
with 22,915,000 in September quarter, 1954, and £2, 362,000 in December quarter 1953. 
Of the December quarter 1954 total, £1,740,000 or 68.6% represented work done in re- 
spect of houses. Hobart and Suburbs accounted for 68.6% £937, 000 or 37.0% of the 
total valuc. Launceston and Suburbs for £554,000 or 21.9% and the rest of the State 
for £1,044,000 or 41.1%. 


Ts ERSOWS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS: (See note 5 on page 6). There were 5,939 persons 
including 1,515 working principals engaged on the 
construction of new buildings at 31st December, 1954. Of these 2,979 were carpenters 
by trade, 447 bricklayers and 1,043 builders! labourers. : 
f the 5,939 persons engaged at 31st December,1954, 4,323 were working‘on private 
contract jobs, 750 on owner—built. jobs and 866 on Government day labour projects. 


The returns indicated that 3,115 were working on new housés, 1,772 on other new build- 
ings, 360 on alterations and additions to houses, 411 on alterations and additions to 


other buildings and 281 on repair and maintenance work.

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DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED 


Owner ~ Builder: Fer the purpose of this Bulletin, an owner—builder 

is a person who is actually building his own house 
er is having his house built under his own direction without the services 
of a Contractor. 


Commenced : A building is regarded as having been commenced when 

work on the foundation has begun. Owing to the 
difficulty of defining the exact point that this represents in building 
operations, it is probable that interpretations placed upon it by informants 
are not entirely uniform. 


Complete: A building is regarded as having been completed when 
the builder has fulfilled the terms of the contract. 
As with commencements, the interpretations placed upon this definition may 


vary. 


Under Construction: A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period 
is regarded as being under construction regardless of | 
whether construction was actively proceeding on that particular date. 


Employment The figures of employment relate te persons actually 

working on new huildings on .-sprcificd day.They include 
working principals, employees, men werking as, or for, sub-contractors and 
men temporarily laid off on account of weather. In addition, they include 
some employees engaged on alterations, additions, renovations or repairs to 
buildings when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor who builds new 
buildings. The figures include estim-tes for persons working on owner-built 
houses. 


Values; All values shown'exclude the value of land and represent 


the estimated value ef buildings on completien. 


All figures in this bulletin relate to the operations of 
private contractors, Gevernment Authorities and ewner-builders. 


Figures relate only to the eperations °f persons who 
build new buildings. 


Alterations, additions, renovations and repairs to 
buildings are excluded, because of the difficulty in obtaining complete. lists 
of persons who are engaged in those operations. 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, 
flats, and shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms are excluded but these 
do not effect the figures materially.
